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Klan, White Citizens 


Council in South Launch 


Attacks on Integration 


Biggest Cross- 
Burning Rally 
Held Near Atlanta

The Ku Klux Klan, in the big­ 
gest 
cross burning 
rally 
since 
World War II, and a white citizens 
Council have launched recruiting’ 
drives with fiery attacks on racial 
integration. 
Robed klan-.men rallied Satur­ 
day night around three blazing 
crosses at Stone Mountain, old- 
time klan meeting spot near At­ 
lanta. 
Imperial Wizard E. L. Edwards 
of Atlanta told an estimated 3,500 
klansmon (hut the new klan will 
stay within “laws that are just.” 
A crowd of 500 persons turned 
out Sunday near Knoxville, Tenn., 
to hear John Kasper of Washing­ 
ton, I). C., demand that Tennessee 
“regain representative g o v e r n ­ 
ment.” 
Rasper, 26, under indictment on 
a charge of fomenting a school in­ 
tegration riot at nearby Clinton, 
endorsed the States’ Rights move­ 
ment which has put up T. Coleman 
Andrews as its presidential candi­ 
date 
Sign New Members 
Both rallies combined recruiting 
drives with oratorical attacks on 
racial integration. 
Kasper, head of 
a citizens council at Washington, 
signed up several members at $3 
per person. Edwards* fellow klans- 
men were signing up new klan 
members .at the Atlanta rally. 


Four newsmen at Kasper’s rally 
were heckled and pushed around. 
Edwards 
supervised 
the 
“pur­ 
chase’’ of film taken from a wire 
service photographer, saying the 
press “would use them to distort 
the facts.” 
Kasper said the “press” distort­ 
ed reports of an Alabama speech 
in which he was quoted as advocat­ 
ing “seizing local control of local 
affairs—and I mean seizing it.” 
Kasper said, “I still believe in 
constitutional rights and believe in 
the process of free elections. 
We 
want local control of local affairs 
through free elections.” 
Kasper’s only target was “inte­ 
gration.” 
His companion speaker, 
Asa (Ace) Carter, of Birmingham, 
Ala., attacked the U. S. Supreme 
Court and other groups. 
Attacks Catholics and Jews 
Edwards called the Negro “but 
a slave of communism,” and also 
attacked Catholics and Jews. 
In another racial development, 
Dr. 
Deborah Coggins, a district 
health officer, accused of eating 
with a Negro in a lunchroom busi­ 
ness conference, today underwent 
formal dismissal 
by the Taylor 
County Commission at Perry, Fla. 
She had been dismissed at a pre­ 
vious Jefferson 
County 
hearing 
last week. 
State health officers said her 
loss of “respect” among the public 
ended her usefulness. Gov. LeRoy 
Collins called her dismissal “an 
evil act . . . that cannot be square 
with right and justice and con­ 
science.”

Supreme Court Convenes; Minton 
To Be Replaced by New Justice 


Session Faces 
One of Heaviest 
Dockets in History 


WASHINGTON iP-T hr Supreme 
Court formally convened its 1956-57 
session today. 
It faces one of the 
heaviest dockets in history. 
The 25-minute session was de­ 
voted to the usual opening-day for 
malitres. 
At the traditional cry of “ Oyez, 
oyez, oyez . . . the court is now sit­ 
ting,” the nine judges emerged 
from behind the heavy red dra­ 
peries and took their places at 
the high bench for the court’s 66th 
session. 
Chief Justice Earl Warren, start­ 
ing his fourth year on the high 
court, presided. He first called on 
Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr 
who presented L. Lee Rankin re­ 
cently appointed solicitor general, 
Warren, welcomed 
Rankin and 
praised his predecessor, 
former 
Solicitor General Simon E. Sobcl- 
off, who has been named a judge 
of the 4th U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 
The remainder of the session 
was taken up with the admission 
of 83 attorneys to the bar. 
Justice Sherman Minton, soon to 
be replaced by New Jersey Su­ 
preme Court Judge William J. 
Brennan .lr., sat at his place on 
the far left of the bench watching 
the proceedings. Minton is retiring 
Oct. 15 because of his health. 


The nearly 500 appeals and mo­ 
tions filed since last June and 60 
previously accepted for review put 
a heavy load on the court. 
Also 
put before the court were a num­ 
ber of questions that have far­ 
reaching effects in the field of civil 
rights, state and federal powers, 
labor relations and business law. 
Brennan will receive a recess 
appointment, effective on the day 
Minton retires. A formal nomina­ 
tion will go to the Senate when 
Congress reconvenes next Janu­ 
ary. 
Brennan is a Democrat and 
a Catholic. His appointment leaves 
the court lineup of six Democrats 
and three Republicans unchanged. 
After the opening ceremony the 
justices began week-long confer­ 
ences to determine which among 
the case they will accept for re­ 
view'. The rest must stand on low­ 
er court decisons.

$3.4 Million in 
Soil Bank Payments 
Through Sept. 21 


WASHINGTON 
IP The Agricul­ 
ture Department announced today 
it has made $3,484,906 in soil bank 
payments to farmers in 29 states 
through Sept. 21. 
The department said that the 
report, while incomplete, was made 
public at this time “ because of a 
number of 
inquiries concerning 
conflicting reports of payments 
made to date under the program ” 
The soil bank program, an issue 
in the political campaign, took ef­ 
fect last summer. It provides pay 
ments 
to 
farmers 
who 
reduce 
acreage of surplus crops. 
The department said it now ap­ 
pears that farmers will get “ some­ 
what” less than the 261 million 
dollars it estimated they could 
earn under the soil bank program 
this year. 
The payments are made through 
certificates which farmers can ex­ 
change at banks for cash. 
Pay 
ments to fanners in other states 
included: 
Illinois, $32,739; Indiana, $66,154; 
Kentucky, $1,851; Missouri, $440,- 
038; Nebraska, $54,003. 


Contract Ends 
Swift Dispute 


CHICAGO ap—Swift and Co. to­ 
day readied its plants to receive 
livestock for the first time since 
members of two unions walked out 
on strike Sept. 20. 
The strike ended Sunday.

sides agreed to a contract which 
contains wage increases totalling 
25 cents over a three-year period 
but omits mention of a union shop, 
one of the big issues in the dis­ 
pute. 
A company spokesman said the

I work stoppage would be called 
back to their jobs as soon as they 
are needed. He said full production 
would be under way as soon as 
possible. 
The pact calls for an immediate 
general wage boost of IO cents an 
hour, 7 1-2 cents more Sept. I, 
1957, and a 7 1-2 cents increase 
Sept. I, 1958. 
Wages also will be 
hiked by increasing rates for job 
classifications by as much as 13 
cents. 
Each 1-2 point rise in the con­ 
sumer 
price 
index 
will 
bring 
wages up I cent an hour. 
Other 
provisions call for improved sick 
pay benefits, separation pay for 
men who lose their jobs because 
of increased use of automation, and 
reduction of geographic pay dif­ 
ferences.

Adm. Doenitz, 
Successor to 
Hitler, Freed 


BERLIN IP*—Nazi Grand Adm. 
Earl Doenitz, Hitler’s successor as 
fuehrer, was released from Span- 
dau Prison today and immediately 
went underground with the help 
of West German police who clubbed 
newsmen and photographers. 
Police, in a rare display of bru­ 
tality, lashed out at newsmen with 
their clubs and smashed the cam 
eras of photographers assigned to 
cover the release of the man who 
had just served a 10-year sentence 
for war crimes. 
The Western Allies feared the 
release of the man who served as 
fuehrer for eight days in the dy­ 
ing hours of W’orld War II might 
prompt a small-scale Nazi revival. 
They reasoned the less said about 
Doenitz the better and they re­ 
solved to crush press coverage of 
the release. 
The police blocked roads to pre 
vent 
newsmen 
from 
following 
Doenitz when he left the prison 
with his wife in a luxurious lim­ 
ousine. 
Doenitz, 65, left the rambling 
red brick fortress at four minutes 
after midnight. 
He had served 
every minute of his 10-year sen­ 
tence for war crimes that includ 
ed a submarine campaign of ter­ 
ror on the high seas.
